WASHINGTON 1S FULL OF ANXIETY 


War Department Is Looking for 
News of a Desperate Battle To 
Occur on the Route to Pe- 
kin Within Few Miles 
of the City.

Washington, August 15.—(Special.)— 
Minister Conger and his associates in Pe- 
kin have been kept in absolute ignorance 
of what is going on in the world outside. 
This developed today. It will be recalled 
that on the 8th of August Secretary Hay, 
in order to test! the communication facil- 
ities, through the Chinese legation sent 
Conger a message which should have 
called for a direct reply. 

There has been no reply 
have there been replies to any of the oth- 
er messages sent by this government. At 
the same time there is no reason to 
doubt that the messages which have been 
received from Minister Conger are genu- 
ine. 

There have been more of these than 
have been made public. They have come 
not only through the Chinese 

and through American consular rep- 
tesentatives in China and one of them 
through General Chaffee, but they have 
come from Conger direct. Secretary 

Root gave assurances to this effect to- 
day. 

It will be recalled that within the last 
ay or two one of the other ministers, 
in telegraphing their government, stated 
that they had received no news whatever 
ftom the outside. This was considered

VICTORY OF ALLIES MAY 
MEAN DEATH TO ENVOYS 


London, August 16.—3:50 a. m.—‘‘The al- 
lies are reported to have reached Pekin 
Monday,” says the Shanghai correspon- 
dent of The Daily Express, wiring yester- 
day. He adds: 

“Chinese official news confirms 
statement, but without details.” 

A Paris message repeats this, but the 
statement, especially as it emanated from 
Shanghai, must be accepted with consid- 
erable reserve. 

Other London morning papers, basing 
their remarks upon Washington dis- 
patches, which, with the exception of the 
foregoing from Shanghai, form the latest 
news regarding the advance, are divided 
in opinion, some believing that the allies 
must already have reached. Pekin and 
others preferring to believe that the re- 
lief will not be accomplished until the end 
of the week.

NEGROES ARE TERRORIZED 


New Orleans Qutrages Pale Before 
Brutality ‘of New York Articie 
Last Might. 


NEGROES BEATEN HALF TO DEATH 


Special Detail of 400 Policemen 
Called Out to Quell Mob—Harm- 
less Colored People Stop- 
pei on Streets and 
Beaten Publicly.

New York, August 15.—A mob of sev- 
eral hundred persons formed at 11 o’clock 
tonight in front of the home of Police- 
man Robert J. Thorpe, Thirty-seventh 
street and Ninth avehue, to wreak ven- 
geance upon the negfoes of that neigh- 
bcrhood because one of their race had 
caused the policeman’s death. 

Thorpe was stabbed last Sunday night 
by several negroes whilé he was at- 
tempting to arrest a colored woman. The 
man who is said to have inflicted most 
of the injuries is said to be Arthur Har- 
ris, a negro who came here several weeks 
ago from Washington. 

In a few moments the mob tonight 
swelled to 1,500 people or’ more, and as 
they became violent the negroes fied in 
terror into any hiding plate they could 


tions, numbering 400 yh “@ll, were called 


out. _ 

The mob of white men, which grew 
with great rapidity, raged through 
the district and negroes, regardiess 
of age or sex, were indiscriminately 
attacked. Scores were injured. It 
took the combined efforts of the re- 
serves with as many more policemen 
on regular duty in the four precincts 
to restore order. 

Clubs were used until ‘the policemen 
were almost exhausted. Revolvers were 
emptied into the air and in one or two 
instances fired at the upper stories of 
the negro tenements from which the ne- 
groes defensively threw bricks, paving 
stones and other missiles. : 

Result of Thorpe’s Death. 

The trouble grew out of the death of 
Policeman Thorpe, of the West Thirty- 
seventh street station, the result of a 
murderous assault by a negro early Sun- 
day in Eighth avenue and Forty-first 
street. The policeman was attempting to 
arrest a negress when Avthur Harris and 
another negro attacked the policeman 
with razors. He died today. The police- 
man’s death aroused the white residents 
of the district. Open threats against the 
negroes were made and the blacks replied 
in kind. 

The policeman’s body was brought to 
his home tonight. At once men and 
women’ from all over the vicinity called 
to pay their respects. As the night grew 
on, the feeling against the negroes seem-r 
ed to grow. A small group gathered about 
the policeman’s home and Captain Cooney 
of the West Thirty-seventh street sta- 
tion. sent a small squad of men. Trouble 
was not anticipated, however, and the 
squad was more in the nature of a guard 
of honor for their dead comrade. 

A few minutes before 1 o'clock an 
Irish woman, under the influence of 
drink. came out of the place and said 
the negroes ought to be killed. Just 
then a young negro walked by. The 
white men made a rush for him and he 
was quickly surrounded. He was beat- 
en and kicked and was rescued with great 
difficulty. If there had been a earefully 
arranged plot and there had been the 
agreed signal the outbreak could not 
have been more spontaneous. Men and 
women poured by the hundreds from the 
neighboring tenements. Negroes were 
seized wherever they could be found and 
brutally beaten. The blacks at first 
offered resistance, but they were so soon 
outnumbered that they fled without de- 
lay. 

Pandemonium Prevails. 
For the next hour the streets were 
filled with a rioting, surging mob. It 
was a scene of very much the same order 
as took place a few days ago in New 
Orleans. New York has seldom had its 
equal; The shouting of the men, the 
shrieking of the women, the lamenta- 
tions of the children, the shooting of re- 
volvers, crashing of windows and all made 
a perfect pandemonium. ; 

The policemen did much clubbing, but 
the injured were all negroes. Lioyd Lee, 
of Thirty-seventh street and Seventh 
avenue, was shot in the cheek, received 
a scalp wound and a broken arm. He 
said a policeman had shot and clubbed 
him.

JURY TRYING POWERS MAY 
DISAGREE AS TO VERDICT 


Georgetown, Ky., August 15.—Three 
speeches have been made and a fourth 
is under way in the Powers trial. Victor 
Bradley will conclude his speech tomor- 
row, followed by W. C. Owens, for the 
defense, and B. B. Golden, for the prosa- 
cution, and J. H. Tinsley, for the defense. 
Colonel T.-C. Campbell will speak Fri- 
day morning, followed by ex-Governor 
Brown and .Commonwealth’s ' Attorney 
Franklin will close Friday night or Sa:- 
urday morning. That is the plan to- 
night, and the Youtsey case will be called 
and selection of a jury begun Saturday. 
The large majority of people in George- 
town still believe it will be a hung jury.

JUDGE SNODGRASS LEAVES

Nashville, Tenn., August 15.—Judge D. 
L. Snodgrass, chief justice of the state 
supreme court, tonight formally with- 
drew from the race for United States 
senator from Tennessee. His action 
leaves Hon. E. W. Carmack the only 
avowed candidate for the position. 

In withdrawing Judge Snodgrass issues 
a statement addressed to the people of 
Tennessee explaining his course. This 
statement recites that the writer favors 
the retention of all the islands acquired 
by this government by cession from 
Spain.

BRYAN HAILED 
“AS SAMOR OF 
THE REPUBLIC 


Liderly Congress Convenes at 
Indianapolis and Listens to 
Eloquent Addresses, 


EX-GOV, BOUTWELL TALKS 


Venerable Former Republican Announces 
He Is for William J, 
Bryan, 


McKINLEY BITTERLY ARRAIGNED 


The Liberty Congress Will Refuse 
To Join with the National Party 
in Putting Out a Ticket To’ 
Oppose Democratic 
Nominees. 


Indianapolis, Ind., August 15.—The first 
day’s sessions of the liberty congress of 
the National Anti-Impertalistic League 
wer2 somewhat disappointing so far as 
the attenlarce of delegates was concern- 
ec. About 300 accredited delegates were 
present, end more are promised for to- 
morrow. “ 

In spite of the small attendance, the 
speeches of Fdwin Burritt Smith, the 
tempora-:y chairman, and George 8. Bout- 
well, the permanent president, brought 
forth much enthusiasm. The public meet- 
ing in the evening was mueh better at- 
tended, and the reading of Bourke Cock- 
ran’s letter was the signal for tremendous 
applause. > 

But the greatest demonstration of the. 
conventian so far came in the afternoon, 
when the venerable George 8S. Boutwell, 
ex-governor-of Massachusetts, and secre= 
tary of the treasury in the cabinet of 
President Grant, concluded his address as 
permanent chairman with the declaration 
that he had turned his back on the re- 
publican party, and would support Bryan 
for president. The delegates rose in their 
seats and gave the ex-governor an ovation 
that lasted several minutes. 

Hall Beautifully Decorated. 

Tomlinson hall was elaborately decor- 
ated with American flags and with por- 
traits of Washington, Lincoln, Jefferson, 
Thomas A. Hendricks and Oliver P. Mor- 
ton. There were two huge banners con- 
taining excerpts frum the speeches of 
Abranam Lincoln and three containing 
parts of the ‘“‘behold a republic,”’ perora~- 
tion of Mr. Bryan’s Indianapolis speech 
of acceptance. Swung directly over the | 
speaker’s platform was an immensé¢d ban- 
ner with the following inscriptions: 

“I speak not of forcible annexa- 
tion, for that cannot be thought Of» 
That by our code of morals would be 
criminal aggression. — WILLIAM 
M’KINLEY.”’

Chairman Smith called for short addresses 
from delegates. Those who responded 
were: D-.

Judge Moses Hallett, of Denver; Edgar 
A. Bancroft, of Chicago, and Gamaliei 
Bradford, of Boston. Dr. Croffut said he 
had long t«en a republican, but would 
support Bryan. He presented to the con- 
vention the regrets of General Wiiliam 
Birney and ex-Senator John B. Hender- 
son, of Washington, and Senator George 
Il. Wellington, of Maryland. 

Ceases To Be a Republican. 

General Beatty aroused much enthusl- 
asm by his remarks. “I have been a re- 
publican for fifty\ years,” he said, “and 
I propose to continue a republican until 
I die. I pray that God will forgive me 
for voting for McKinley in 18%. I did not 
think that he would turn his back upon 
the eternal principles of the republic. If 
Cleveland or Reed or Bryan had been 
president, there would have been no war 
in the Philippines; no butchery of in- 
offensive Christian people; no deaths of 
brave Americen soldiers there; but our 
flag would now have oeen hailed with 
acclaim by a new republic.”

with Gordon Jones, another student about 
his age. The gang jumped on them at 
Thirty-seventh street and Ninth avenue. 
Mallory was knocked down. A police- 
man heard him yelling and managed to 
get him on an up-town car. He told 
him to go to a hospital. Just then an- 
other policeman ran up, pulled Mallory 
from the’tar and began toclub him. The 
passengers on the car cried ‘‘shame,’’ and 
the policeman stopped his assault. 

Mallory managed to drag himself aboard 
the car and got to Roosevelt hospital. 
He was a fitiful sight. His condition 
is serious. | . 

A negro got off.an Eighth avenue car 
at Twenty-seventh street and was at- 
tacked. The policemen on the corner 
charged the crowd’ and they fired revol- 
vers Into the air and resued the negro. 

In charging through Thirty-seventh 
street and driving the mob before it, the 
negroes in the’ tenements began to fire 
things at the-mob and the police. The 
policemen at once fired tnto the upper 
windows and drove the black heads into 
hiding. Whether anybody was hit hy 
the bullets or not is not known. A fu- 
silade was fired. ~ 

Spencer Walters, twenty-four years of 
age, a negro of 63 Bast Fifty-sixth 
street, was alleged. to have tried to shoot 
Thomas J. Healy in’ Thirty-seventh 
etreet. Walters was a wreck when 
placed under arrest. He {is dangerously 


hurt. 

Richard Williams, twenty-four years 
old, a negro of east Thirty-sixth street, 
was charged by John Gill with having 
pulled a revolver on him. The crowd 
believed Gill, for they tried to kill Wil- 
liams. They almost succeeded. 

Policeman, Was Stabbed. 

Policeman Kennedy, of the West Thir- 
ty-seventh street station, was stabbed in 
the breast. A negro named Lloyd Lee 
was arrested for the stabbing. Lee and 
another negro were near the corner 
where Kennedy was stabbed. The crowd 
set upon Lee, who drew a revolver and 
a knife in self-defense. When the pd- 
licemen raw this, and somebody had 
shouted that ‘Lee stabbed Kénnedy, the 
policemen themselves attacked. Lee with 
their clubs. Lee got out of the tangle 
somehow and was chased to a nearby 
roof, where he was clubbed Into submis- 
sion. He was taken to Bellevue more 
déad than alive. Later a policeman call- 
ed at Bellevue hospital and identified Lee 
as the man who stabbed Kennedy. The 
other negro, David Tarr, was also ar- 
rested, after he had got a severe 
drubbing. 

Joseph Lockett, a negro cigar_maker, 
appeared during the riot. The crowd set 
upon him and his face was literally cut 
into ribbons. 

Chief Devery was at his home, right fn 
the heart of the battle ground, but did 
not take charge of the police at once. 
He finally took personal command. 

The police said the negroes were rapid- 
ly arming with revolvers and Mnives. 
They say that nearly all the prisoners 
had weapons of some sort. 

A negro riding up Broadway on a bicy- 
cle was pulled frém his wheel and se- 
verely beaten. The mob then took the 
whel and smashed it. 

Many negroes were hustled into the 
West Thirty-seventh street station for 
protection. None had escaped without 
some kind of an injury and some of them 
were bleeding from half a dozen cuts. 

The crowd that surged into Broadway 
seemed uglier than that further ‘west. 
There were at one time more than 5,0000 
persons in Broadway. Up and down, into 
and out of hotels and saloons, into Her- 
ald square and side streets the mob went 
looking for negroes. Any unfortunate 
black was set upon and beaten. 

A dozen negroes employed at the Ho- 
tel Cadillac got through with their work 
and tried to go home, The first one out 
of the door was set*upon by fifty or more 
newsboys. He fled back into the hoter 
and with a broom knocked down two of 
the boys. A policeman then charged the 
crowd. Policeman Edward Gtbson was 
chasing some of the boys through Long 
Acre square, when fifteen-year-old Frank 
Minogue tried to get between Gibson's 
legs and trip him. Gibson swung his 
club and broke the boy’s arm. He was the 
first white arrested. George Walker, a 
colored vocalist, was beaten, but escaped. 
Clarence Logan, a negro, was terribly 
beaten. Four white men were arrested.

at his lodge in the Adirondacks, was 
brought to this efty today on a special 
train over the New York Central road, 
reaching the Grand Central station at 
4:33 o’clock. 

The body now rests in its casket in 
the library of the Huntington town house 
at No. 2 East Fifty-seventh street, 
where it was taken directly from the 
station. 

The funeral services, it has been an- 
nounced, will be strictly private, and 
will be held at 11 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing. Other details concerning the fu- 
neral have not yet been decided upon 
and will be made public later. 

When the train drew into the station 
and the party left their special car Mrs. 
Huntington, wearing deep mourning and 
heavily veiled, was carried to the family 
carriage at the entrance, She was driven 
at once to the family residence. In 
speaking of the death of Mr. Huhting- 
ton, Private Secretary Miles, who was 
present at the time, said today: 

“His death was very sudden. It was 
due to heart disease, or to be more tech- 
nical, Dr. Coléy states that death was 
due to cerebral apoplexy. Mr.+Hunting- 
ton was attacked w{th a severe coughing 
just after retiring. His wife and he oc- 
cupied the same apartment, and when 
the coughing attack came on Mrs. Hunt- 
ington gave him a glass of stimulants, 
as she had always done before. This 
seemed to relieve him for- a moment. 
Then he said to Mrs. Huntington: ‘- 
am very, very ill.” Those were his last 
words, and he sank into unconsciousness 
a moment later.”

Chinese May Propose Terms Through 
Prince Ching. 

Washington, August 15.—The statement 
was made tonight on reliable official au- 
thority that the Pekin government would 
designate some high official, possibly 
Chirg, to meet the commanders of the 
allied armies.at Tung Chow and agree 
with.them on some measures for the safe 
conduct of the members of the foreign 
legations in the capital. Information to 
this effect was received here today. 

It is not at all unlikely that the meet- 
ing already has taken place if General 
Chaffee has pushed on to Tung Chow. 
This proposal of the Pekin government 
may be an important feature of the Con- 
ger dispatch which the officials at the 
state department declined to give out.

Washington, August 15.—It is considered 
significant that no preparations are being 
pusbed@ for the wintering of the American 
forces in China. Both the commissary 
and quartermasters departments are 
reedy to purchase and ship supplies for 
the Chinese expeditionary force, such as 
would be needful !n a winter campaign.

Sleepy Telegraph Operator Cause 


of Fatal Collision, 


SEVERAL FATALLY. INJURED 


Accident Near Grand Rapids, Mich., 
Was the Most Terrible Ever 
Known in That Part of the 
Country—Dense Fog 
Prevailed. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., August 15.—A 
dense fog, a changing of train orders 
and a moment’s drowsiness of a tele- 
graph operator combined this morning to 
cause a collision and wreck two of the 
heaviest and finest trains in the service 
of the Grand Rapids and Indiana rail- 
road, and the loss of seven lives and the 
injury of about a dozen more persons. 
The dead are:

The fog was so dense as to hide from 
sight every object, no matter how large, 
outside a radius of a hundred feet from 
any given point. Train orders had been 
changed the night before, but after the 
northbound express, a resort flyer con- 
taining through sleeping coaches from 
Cincinnati, Louisville and St. Louls had 
left the city at 4:06 o’clock a. m., the train 
dispatcher’s offices decided to cancel the 
arrangement. 


Order Was Not Delivered. 


One engineer received his orders all 
right, the other did not. The 
operator at Mill Creek, a small station 
five miles north of the city, had been 
asked if the express had passed him, and 
upon replying in the negative was told 
to flag it and give new instructions. 
But it had passed him unnoticed a few 
minutes before, while he slept. He is an 
experienced operator and had always 
been one of the most trusted employees 
of the road. 

The regular train Was a passenger, due 
at Grand Rapids at6a.m. The two had 
been passing at Sand Lake, eighteen 
miles north of this city. The changed or- 
ders would have made them pass at 
Woodson, four or five miles further 
north, but the engineer on the south- 
bound -train had received his instructions 
to pass at the usual place and at the 
tnoment the Mill Creek operator was 
standing in front of the station waiting 
to signal the express, he was far this 
side of any statin by which he could 
be reached.

STEVENSON IS CHEERED 


Crowd at Sunnyside Park Was an) 
Enthusiastic One—Bryan’s Ad- 
dress Was a Plea To Pre- 
serve Time-Honored 
Traditions. 


Chicago, August 15.—Mr. Bryan, Mr. 
Stevenson and others made speeches to- 
day at Sunnyside park at the annual 
meeting of the United Irish Societies of 
Cook ecqunty.. Mr. Bryan’s speech was 
the first of the series, but before he was 
heard the assembly adopted an address 
saying that this country should not share 
in seizure of territory and should not 
have an alliance with any Evropean 
monarchy, and particularly none with 
Encland. Mr.. Bryan spoke as follows: 

“TI do not want you to think that my 
happiness depends upon any public office 
within the gift of the people of this coun- 
try. I have a higher ambition‘than to be 
president. (Great applause.) 

“T hope you will credit me with the 
ambition that is within the reach of every 
citizen of this land, an ambition which 
all can entertain and which, to my mind, 
is a higher ambition than that for any 
office and that is an ambition to do what 
I can to make this nation so great and so 
good that #o be a simple citizen wil] be 
greater than to be a king in any other 
land. (Great applause.) 

Practical Lesson Pointed Out. 

“The object of my speech ts a practical’ 
one. I want to use this occasion to point 
to a great lesson. I believe the fact that 
this pation hag here the representatives 
of all of the races of Europe gives it a 
peculiar advantage among the nations. 
The fact that the best blood of all the 
civilized races mingles here in the de- 
velopment of the American character en- 
ables this nation to turn upon every 
question the light of universal history 
and ‘avoid the dangers from which other 
nations have suffered. (Applause.) When 
a problem artses in this country We can 
look back and find what has been the ex- 
perience of others. If we knew the his- 
tory of our own people only we would not 
be so well prepared to detect danger be- 
fore we suffer from it, but if any one does 
not know the-growth of landlordism and 
its dangers he has only to ask an Irish- 
man what landlordism means and he need 
not read history to find out. (Great ap- 
plause.) If any one wants to know 
whether an alien‘government is good all 
he has to do is to ask an Irishman what 
sis opinion is of an alien government, al- 
though the governing power be ‘separated 
from the governed gnly by a narrow 
channel, (Applause.) If you want to 
know what militarism is, and what its 
burdeng are, all you have to do is to ask 
a German who came to this country to 
avoid the militarism of the old world. 
(Applause.) And so I might go through 
the various experiences of other nations. 
The fact that we have here the represen- 
tatives of these people enables us to scent 
the danger from afar and to guard 
against their experiences here. And I 
miss my guess if the American people 
thus made up will not develop a civiliza- 
tion higher, greater and more enduring 
than any civilization which has preceded 
ours. (Great applause.) 

Plea for Human Liberty. 

“No matter to what party you. may 
belong; no matter with what party you 
shall cast your vote, I pray you to so 
cast your vote as to preserve that doc- 
trine of human liberty as the binding 
force in this country. (Great applause.) 
You may differ’from me in your opinion 
of the dangers which I see. You may 
differ from me as to the best method 
of realizing this nation’s destiny. I seek 
not to force my ideas upon any man, 
but I do ask you to go to the polls and 
vote, recognizing the responsibility of 
American citizenship. (Applause.) Upon 
the vote of one member of congress 
may depend the action of congress and 
that congressman may be elected by 
your. vote. Upon.the election of one 
senator may depend the action of the 
senate and that senator may be elected 
by the one majority in the legislature, 
and your vote may determine what that 
majority will be. The election ,f a 
president may be determined by oné 
state, and that state may have it@ 
electoral vote determined by one ma- 
jority. The responsibility that rests upon 
the citizen is commensurate with the 
privilege of citizenship. I am not a 
partisan when I tell you, whether you 
vote with me or against me, to so vote 
that you will never have cause to regret 
that vote and that you will not be to 
blame if the traditions of this nation 
are repudiated and a new course adopted. 
(Applause.) 

“When we speak against imperialism 
or protest against wars of conquest they 
say that we are pleading the cause of 
the Filipinos. I deny sit. No matter 
what becomes of the Filipinos the world 
will go on, but when this nation puts 
out its light, then unto what nation can 
struggling humanity look for — and 
inspiration?’ 

Stevenson Praises Ireland. 

Mr. Stevenson followed Mr. Bryan. His 
speech was a tribute to Ireland’s part 
in history. 

Hon. Charles A. Towne was the third 
speaker of the day. Mr. Towne’s speech 
was largely an appeal to “make good 
and keep good the promises of the 
declaration of independence.” He de- 
elared that the American principle was 

reacting not only upon Europe, but upon 
Japan and south: Africa. 

Hon. Samuel Alschuler, democratic can- 
didate for governor of Illinois, criticised 
in sharp language the attitude of the 
government of the United States toward 
the Boers and the Filipinos. 

A night meeting was held, at which 
speeches were made by Hon. John F. 
Finerty and Michael J. Ryan, of Phila- 
delphia.

If it be called a trust, what shall be 
said of that combination of compress 
men who are banded together to op- 
pose all improved methods of baling 
cotton? This leads to the inquiry: 
‘“‘What is a trust?” In the opprobrious 
interpretation of the term it is a con- 
spiration for the absolute and exclu- 
sive control of the mgi\ifacture. output 
or sale of any commodity by the over- 
powering use of combined capital. Now 
the senator declares that the American 
Cotton Company is organized for the 
purpose of baling cotton in the form 
of a round lap bale; that it works un- 
der patents for the use of which it 
collects a small rental, and that the 
company has a reasonable, but not in- 
flated capital with which to carry on 
its business. That the round lap 
bale has found favor with the 
transportation companies. the un- 
derwriters, the planters, the ginners, 
and the manufacturers is very much 
to the credit of the company that has 
exploited it. If Senator Jones had the 
foresight to discern the merits of this 
bale, and was willing to invest his 
money and employ his talents in the 
development of a legitimate business 
of this character, it marks him as a 
wise man and worthy to be a leader 
among men. 

The senator vouches that the com- 
pany does not aim to contro] the sale 
of all the cotton that is baled on 
presses, but that planters and ginn 
are: at liberty to bell the cotton so 
baled to any one who will buy it.

We 
commend the Georgia plan to those 
who are seeking a cheap and an easy 
method of securing party harmony and 
unity in the matter of nominations.

BIRTH OF A NEW REPUBLIC. 


The state of the world is unfortunately 
not conducive to the appropriate celebra- 
tion ¥ the advent of a new, free and pro- 
gressive nation. Little noti¢e has been 
given to the signing of the Australian 
federation act and the appointment of the 
first governor general of the United Col- 
onies of Australia. But the birth of the 
new nation in the antipodes is an event 
of historic moment. Whatever federated 
Australia may be in name, in fact she is 
an independent republican nation. There 
is a radical differénce betweeen the 
Deminion of Canada and the Australian 
federation and this difference marks. the 
advance of the political thought and prac- 
tice of the world since 1887, when the im- 
perial parliament passed “the ’ British 
North American act and, thereby cre- 
ated the dominion. To few is the differ- 
ence plain at first sight. “The Australians 
have studied to advantage the constitu- 
tions of the United States gnd of the 
Swiss republic. They have attempted to 
join all the best features of federalism 
with the essentials of nationalism. Their 
government is not modeled after that of 
the United Kingdom, except in part. Loy- 
alty and familiarity with the Britsh sys- 
tem account for the ingenious effort to 
corstruct a composite type of govern- 
ment. Will it work? Experfence must 
answer the question. But what are the 
difficulties most likely to be encountered? 


Enough has been written about the 
main provisions of the Australian consti- 
tution, including the new compromise 
clause which leav:2s the interpretation of 
that constitution to the focal supreme 
tribunal and allows appeals to the im- 
perial privy council only in cases which 
involve the rights and interests of other 
sections of the British empire. The Aus- 
tralians have had full rein and have not 
suffered from the least interference from 
the imperial government... Self-rule they 
have secured in ample measure, and, as 
has been truly said, the only tle between 
them and the United Kingdom is one of 
sentiment and broad mutual advantage. 
It will be impossible for'the imperial par- 
liament to meddle in any way with the 
federation, even if serious mistakes shall 
be discovered in the constitution, and it 
is the opinion of many Australians, as 
well as friendly foreign students, that at 
least one grave mistake has been com- 
mitted. The equality of state representa- 
tion in the upper house of the federal 
legislature is the feature under criti- 
cism. It is irue that this, owing to 
the example of the United States, has 
been considered to be a fundamental prin- 
ciple of federalism. But the conditions in 
the American colonies at the time of the 
adoption of the constitution were pecu- 
liar, and without equality of representa- 
tion in the senate the union could not 
have been formed. In Australia the evils 
of this feature are more to be feared. A 
state there will count for one-sixth and 
the ratio between the members of the up- 
per house and those of the lower house 
will be one-half. Will not the represen- 
tative principle be violated? Is not the 
system calculated to foster the particu- 
larist tendencies and impede th? naticnal 
ones? 


The intention of the Australian states- 
men is to make the lower house the domi- 
nent partner in legislation, and this is 
supposed to be assured by making’ the 
ministry responsible to the representa- 
tives only. A vote of censure by the low- 
er house is to turn out the governn ent, 
but such.a vote by the senate is to have 
no other consequence than the rejection 
of the particular proposition or bill under 
censure. This, it ‘s thought, will make 
the government amenable to the will of 
the people, for the house of representa- 
tives is elected upon the basis of popula- 
tion and allows the majority to assert 
themselves. But the opponents of the par- 
ticularist doctrine are not willing to ad- 
mit that the pre-eminence of the house 
is assured. They fear that the senate 
will prove to be the stronger house of 
the two, owing to its smaller number, 
the firmer seat for members (a senator 
will hold office for six years and a repre- 
setitative for only three years) and the 
superior opportunites for a steady policy, 
since senators are to retire in rotation, 
not en bloc, and since the upper house’ 
cannot be dissolved singly. It is true that 
taxation and appropriation bills must or- 
igirate in the house of representatives, 
but the senate may propose amendments 
at any stage, may any of 
these bills if its yg ome be denied. in this 
country, as we know, the senate has 

the vower over appropriations, 
contrary to the letter of the constitution, 
through <h: right of amendment.

New York Herald: When the end for 
which our troops are now pushing on to 
the celestial capital ts attained, then 
what? 

This question may well be asked in 
view of the communication in which the 
German emperor hails “with pleasure the 
decision of the United States that Amer- 
fean and German soldiers shall ; fight 
together for the common cause of civil- 
ization under one commander in chief,” 
and in which he adds that the American 
army, “unifed with that of Europe, will 
be irresistible.’ 

It is to be noted that Field Marshal 
Count Waldersee is not expected to reach 
China before the middle of October, or 
two months hence, Long before that 
time the ministers and other foreigners 
in Pekin will doubtless either be rescued 
or overtaken by a barbarous fate. 

What /soccasion will the United States 
then have for allying its army with those 
of Europe? Is it to join with the other 
powers if they set out upon a war for 
revenge, “‘spheres of influence,’’ conquest 
or what not? If so, it must be, so far 
as the United States is concerned, a war 
declared by congress, as the constitution 
provides, and not one entered upon by 
executive edict. 

Mr. McKinley should look well to it 
that the nation under his guidance does 
not drift into any such danger and dis- 
aster. To co-operate with the allied 
forces to save all the foreigners irl” Pekin 
from a horrible fate is one thing. When 
that is accomplished and the situation 
entirely changed, to join the powers in 
a general war is an entirely different 
thing. What Europe may do in that 
event is Europe’s affair. The obvious 
business and plan duty of the United 
States will be to withdraw from the scene, 
keep out of the conflict and let the powers 
fight it out among themselves. 

We are in China now for a legitimate, 
necessary and commendable purpose. 
That accomplished, we shall have no bust!- 
ness there as a party to international hos- 
tilities or scramble for the empire. 


A Sample Mayor. 

Philadelphia Times: Mayor Ashbridge 
is now within easy telegraphic communi- 
cation of Philadelphia. He is informed 
of what is going on here, and if he had 
any wish to pull off the police and other 
employees of the city from their indecent 
activity in politics, he could do so in five 
minutes. : 

The mayor has no such wish or inten- 
tion. 

We have seen the abuse of the city 
sovernment for political purposes before 
the present. The police are so busy in 
politics that they have no time for any- 
thing else. Their public duties are 
wholly neglected. Laws are enforced or 
suspended for political ends, and every 
person within reach of machine influence 
is coaxed or coerced to turn in for the 
contractors’ candidates. The popular 
protest against these methods is so loud 
spoken that the echtdes of it must have 
penetrated even to the land of the 
geysers. But the mayor has made no 
sign. He has no objection. If he had 
been at home he would have been com- 
pelled to declare himself. It was more 
convenient to be away. 

The decent citizens of Philadelphia need 
not worry themselves abotit what the 
mayor may do or not do when he returns. 
Their duty is to organize and push their 
fight against the gang the mayor has 
left tn charge of the city government. 
The abuse of power is not less obnoxious 
whether it is carried on directly or in- 
directly, and whether Mayor Ashbridge 
returns soon or late, he ought to find, as 
he will find, that those whom he consti- 
tuted his agents in crime have over- 
whelmed themselves in the just indigna- 
tion of the people. 


A Lawyer’s Conscience Line. 

New York World: “One man in his 
time plays many parts.” 

As a lawyer, Mr. Stanley, of Kansas, 
defended a negro murderer, and after his 
sentence wrote to the governor a strong 
indorsement of the negro’s application 
for a pardon. Now, as Governor Stan- 
ley, of Kansas, he has had to pass upon 
a& new application for his old client's 
pardon, and his own letter, written as a 
lawyer, has been laid before him.

Whaley’s statement,”’ said Brenner. 

“I only asked the question,’’ the alder- 
man stated, “in order, if possible, to 
get at the degree of—I might say, friend- 
ship, which existed between Brenner and 
Mrs. Whaley.” 

Brenner’s brother made a statement in 
which he said that he never knew of any 
intimacy between Mrs. Whaley and Bren- 
ner. 

‘“‘My brother is only a boy twenty-one 
years of age,’’ said the witness, ‘‘and I 
don’t think he meant more than _ to 
frighten Whaley when he fired the pis- 
tol.’’ 

Said Whaley Did Not Drink. 

Sam Burbank, who employs Whaley, 
stated to the court that Whaley was 
never known as a drinking man. 

“He has been with me daily for years,” 
said Mr. Burbank, ‘‘and I never saw the 
least sign of his drinking. I state this

Some Arguments in the Case. 


This closed the testimony and Attor- 
ney Arnold made a few remarks. He said 
that Brenner was nothing but a boy. 

The audience smiled and so did the 
acting recorder and Brenner. 

“I believe Brenner is not to blame. He 
‘was assaulted,’”’ said the attorney, ‘“‘and 
he had to protect himself from a great 
grown man. He fired a pistol, not to 
kill, but to make his assailant desist.”’ 

Sam Burbank asked permission of the 
court to say a few words. He began an 
argument for Whaley. 

Attorney Arnold objected to Mr. Bur- 
bank making a speech, ‘as he was not a 
lawyer.

How the Recorder Decided It. 

“Tf everybody is through,’ said the 
acting recorder, “I will render my de- 
cision. What I do may not be strictly 
law, but it is what I believe to be just 
and right under the facts brdught out 
in the investigation. In the first place, 
I desire to say emphatically that Whaley 
did exactly right in attacking Brenner 
when he ascertained that the latter was 
with his wife. I therefore dismiss the 
case against Whaley without any fur- 
ther words. Brenner may not have had 
any intention to shoot Whaley, and I do 
not believe that he did, but he ought not 
to have shot a pistol in a boarding house. 
He may have killed some woman or 
child. I therefore fine Brenner $60.75 for 
shooting the pistol.” 

Brenner paid the fine and was held 
until Whaley swore out a warrant for 
assault with intent to murder. Brenner 
was taken before Justice Bloodworth, 
who fixed the bond at $500. Bail was 
given ana Brenner was liberated. He 
will be given a preliminary trial next

RICHARD HIMSELF AGAIN; __- 


STORY OF STOLEN HORSE 


Yesterday morning 28 Police Commis- 
sioner W. O. Jones was seated in front 
of his livery stable gossiping with a 
group of friends, his attention was sud- 
denly attracted to a man leading a black 
horse, or rather it was the horse that 
attracted his attentiou. 

To a man who has spent most of his 
life among horses and is perfectly famil- 
far with the equine tribe from the scrub- 
biest broncho to the finest thoroughbred 
Kentucky rater, it takes a rather remark- 
able animal to cause more than. passing 
interest or comment. / 

The horse in question would have pass- 
ed unnoticed by any man saye Mr, Jones. 
He was an old, rather decrepid looking 
creature, with a black coat and legs that 
age had fashioned into the most unex- 
pected angles; he had a general air of 
listlessness and langour and even a poor 
judge of horse flesh would have thought 
him a decidely unprepossessing creature. 
Not so Mr. Jones. Just at that particu- 
lar moment, the horse, which compared 
favorably in general dis@bility with the 
famous chargers of Don Quixote and 
D’Artagnan, was far more interesting 
than “Imp” or “Ethelbert” or the fa- 
mous cracks would have been, 

Mr. Jones was sure that he had seen 
the horse before and he rushed out in. 
the street to make a closer inspection. 
One glance at the left flank was sufficient 
to clinch the matter; for there, plain and 
distinct as the day five years ago when 
he had last seen them, were the tell-tale 


terval Which had passed since Mr..Jones 
had unwillingly parted with him, and 
time had served to change him no little;

CHINA THROUGH 
TEN YICEROYS

While this is very interesting informa- 
tion and is the course most likely to be 
pursued, it is impossible to confirm it 
through y of the government officials 
in a position to know just what is go- 
ing on. 

Secretary Root said today that he did 
not care to either affirm or deny the re- 
port. 

Mr. Morgan’s dispatch goes furth- 
er and indicates that inya general 
way a pian for the future govern- 
ment of China is being considered. 
He speaks of it as a probability of 
the future rather than'an actuality 
of the present, but it is interesting, 
even if it has not reached the stage 
of official consideration. 

It is for the government of China 
by ten native viceroys appointed for 
life. They are to act under a supreme 
head, a European, nominated by the 
powers. On a vacancy arising among 
the ten chosen rulers the viceroys 
will have the right to nominate a 
man to fill the place, subject to the 
veto of the supreme head. 

‘The responsibility for government of 
the country under Buropean surveillance 
will be thrown upon the shoulders of the 
patriotic viceroys with their assistants 
and the administration will be reformed 
broadly on lines suggested by the reform- 
ed imperial customs under Sir Robert 
Hart. This plan is based upon convic- 
tion that China can be governed only by 
the Chinese. Disarmament is suggested 
as part of the new scheme, and an im- 
portant feeler thrown out is that the 
capital be moved to Shanghai. 

An English Creation. 

This latter suggestion seems to indicate 
that the scheme is entirely a creature of 
English brain, and is aimed particularly 
at getting the capital away from Pekin, 
where it is in comparatively close touch 
with Russia’s great possessions on the 
north. These proposals are said to be the 
‘subject of interchanges of notes between 


ton. but the suggestion is not met with 
general refusal to affirm or deny. It is 
possible, of course, and indeed probable 
that thoughts of this kind are running 
through the heads of the diplomats, but 
is certain that so far as this government 
is concerned, no tins, has been given to 
serious consideration of anything beyond 
the rescue of Conger and his people. 
Desperate Battle Expected, 

During the course of a conversation be- 
tween Secretary Root and Baron Speck 
von Sternberg, the German charge d'af- 
faires, Mr. Root gained considerable in- 
formation concerning the route which has 
yet to be traversed by the allied armies. 
Baron Sternberg told him that Tung Chow 
was a very strong place and if the Chi- 
nese army should make a stand at this 
point the international forces would find 
it quite difficult to overcome the forts 
and walls. While it is not Known what 
resistance may have been, or will be 
made to the advance at Tung Chow,Secre- 
tary Root and other officials would not be 
surprised to learn of a very serious bat- 
the at that place. 

It is expected that the German! force 
now on its way to China will land in the 
vicinity of Lin Yu, which is directly east 
of Pekin. The advantages of this point 
are found in the fact that ice will not 
interfere with the going and coming of 
ships and supplies. It also fs said that 
the road from Lin Yu to Pekin is much 
better than that between Tien Pein and 
Pekin, as the ground is higher and the 
country more suitable for military oper- 
ations.

Tifton, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)—

whisky by the drink during a negrbd Sun- 
day school celebration and was given a 
liberal fine.

FAST TRIP FROM NEW ORLEANS 


Made Trip from Montgomery to At- 
lanta in Three Hours and 
Fifty Minutes. 


Vice President H. E. Huntington, of the 
Southern Pacific Railway Company, pass

The Huntington special pulled out of 
New Orleans yesterday morning at 1:05 
o'clock over the Louisville and Nashville, 
and arrived at.Montgomery at 7:30 o’clock. 
Here an Atlanta and West Point engine, 
No. 34, and day coach wege in waiting, 
and Mr. Huntington’s car was quickly 
coupled on. The special left Moatgomery 
at 7:47 o’clock. Superintendent Huggins 
and Master Mechanic Walsh, of the West 
Point, accompanied it. Conductor S. A. 
Phelps was in charge of the train and En- 
gineer John Still was at the throttle. 

The first thirty-nine miles out of Mort- 
gomery to Chehaw, Ala., was made in 
thirty-four minutes. The fifty-nine miles 
between Montgomery and Auburn, Ala., 
was made in fifty-six minutes. The entire 
trip between Montgomery and Atlanta 
consumed but, three hours and fifty min- 
utes. Had it been necessary, the train 
officials say they could have made the 
distance in three hours and twenty min- 
utes. The regular schedule time for the 
fast through trains is five hours. 

The 521 miles between New Orleans and 
Atlanta was covered in ten hours and 
forty minutes. 

Mr. Huntington is a tall, rather heavily 
built man, apparently about fifty years of 
age. He has dark-brown hair and a slight 
mustache of a lighter color. He declined 
to say anything for publication. To rail- 
road officials he expressed his pleasure at 
the fast time he had been able to make 
between New Orleans and Atlanta.

P. Huntington, the famous mil- 
lionaire. Several high officials of the 
Southern Pacific were on the train.

It reached Atlanta at 11:45 o’clock, having 
run 175 miles in 22% minutes, and made 
seven or eight stops.

DENIED PETITION OF MRS. GOREE

for a permanent injunction to prevent

S. Candler at Decatur. 

A temporary restraining order was se- 
Cured yesterday morning and Judge Can- 
dler set the hearing for 5:30 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon at the Decatur ecourt- 
house. 

Ne evidence was heard and the only 
Speech was made by Churchill P. Goree, 
the husband of the petitioner. The de- 
fendant company produced a plat of the 
Street, showing the street and the posi- 
tion the tracks will occupy when they 
are laid. | 
@Upon the showing of the company that 
thera will be almost seven feet on either 
side of the double tracks and the side- 
walk Judge Cagdler denied the petition 
for permanent fMnjunction and dismissed 
the temporary restraining order. 

He stated in directing that these orders 
be taken that he did not think the city 
had overstepped its authority in ordering 
double tracks. He announced that he ap- 
proved of the policy of the oity govern- 
ment in requiring double tracks and he 
thought council should be encouraged in 
this idea. For the reason that he thoveht 
seven feet, or even six, was sulficient on 
either side of a double track, Judge Can- 
dler announced that the petition for in- 
junction was denied.

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ful to the republicanism of 1860, but 
could not adhere to the republican party 
of 1900, 

Gamaliel Bradford said he had taken 
the long journey from Boston principally 
to avert what he thought would be a 
great mistake—the nomination of a third 
ticket. This election,” he said,, ‘is not 
going to be settled by the newspapers 
nor by the politicians nor by the capi- 
talists, but by the people. Now, if we 
are going to defeat McKinley we must 
all throw our solid support in behalf of 
William J. Bryan. (Great applause.) 
Then when he sits in the presidential 
chair, which he will, we will have some 
influence with the administration; we 
will be able to say that we were with 
him from the beginning,”’ 

D. C. Tillotson, of Kangas, chairman 
of the committee On permanent organi- 
zation, reported in favor of George 8S. 
Boutwell for permanent chairman. Tem- 
porary Secretaries Winslow and Mize 
were made permanent. 


Ex-Governor Boutell Speaks. 


Governor Boutwell was accorded a 
great demonstration when he took the 
gavel. He said: 

“Having in mind many of the honors 
that I have received from my country- 
men in times past, I shall, when this 
day is gone, have no more favorable re- 
collection of any one of them than I shall 
of this. This is an historic occasion. If 
the peril. of this country is what we 
think it is; if the question before you 
and before your countrymen is the ques- 
tion of the continuance of the republic, 
then no graver question has ever been 
committed to an assembly of men or to 
the country. We are opposed to impe- 
rialism. 

‘“‘We are in favor of a republican form 
ot government. We respect the teach- 
ings of our ancestry; the glory of the 
history they have left to us, and stand- 
ing between the past and the future it 
ig our duty to transmit to posterity the 
principles of the fathers and the insti- 
tutions that they founded. That is your 
mission today as the representatives of 
forty-five states of this union. 

“It may. be a representation without 
an organized constituency, but it is a 
representation that speaks for itself and 
for the people of the country and for 
the generations that are advancing to 
take our places; and it is a representa- 
tion that has a right to speak, a repre- 
sentation that will be heard at Wash- 
ing today, heard over the world, speak- 
ing as we do for the preservation of re- 
publican institutions; representing — the 
American republic, the Nght of which, if 
it shall go out, will never be rekindled 
on the surface of the earth. 

Means Change to Empire. 

“rT charge that the policy upon which 
this administration has entered Will mean 
the abandonment of the principles upon 
which our government was founded; that 
it will change the republic into an em- 
pire. The first of the means before us 
for the preservation of the union, if our 
allegation is true, is the overthrow of the 
administration. I am not disposed to 
mak: issues with men, but my former 
friends and fellow citizen, Mr. Long, the 
secretary of the navy, has made a remark 
which in itself may not appear very sig- 
nificant, but nevertheless I choose to 
make some comment ‘pon it. Mr. Long 
says what we call imperialism is only a 
cry and that the antbdmperialists are few 
in number and of no considerable im- 
portent. He says their voice is only a 
cry. That may be,true; a census has 
not been taken and we do not boast of 
numbers, But nineteen centuries ago a 
cry was heard in the wilderness of Judea 
—heard only by a few; but now the echoes 
of His voice are heard the world over. 
And now we are crving for an open path 
of justice for all people, repentance for 
the wrong that has been done in the past 
and reformation in the future. 

“Who does not see that the day of Eng- 
land’s downfall is approaching? And we 
are asked to follow her example and 
tread in the imperial: footsteps of Great 
Britain, knowing that those steps are 
leading the British empire to destruction. 
Now is the time for the people to arrest 
this progress to ruin and the laboring 
men of this country are the men to whom 
I appeal. If ‘we aceept imperialism it 
means that some people shall do the 
thinking and the rest do the working; 
then the cause of liberty cannot be 
saved.’’ 

Colored Race Interested. 

Governor Boutwell ‘asked the negro 
workers to work against imperialism for 
the sake of ten million colored popula- 
tion in the Philippines and claimed the 
fact that some negroes were deprived of 
their rights in the south was no excuse 
for the oppression of the Filipinos. With 
reference to protection the governor said 
there were many things better than money 
and that in his judgment prosperity 
would rot continue tong with the markcts 
of China closed to American products an‘ 
with the cheap labor of the orient and 
Cuba and Porto Rico brought into com- 
petition with American labor. 

“How is the overthrow of the adminis- 
tration to be accomplished?’ concluded 
Mr. Boutwell. 

“In my youth J had no disguises. I 
turned aside and left the democratic par- 
ty when it surrendered to slavery. In 
my age I leave the republican party, now 
that it has surrendered itself to despotic 
and tyrannical motives. (Great ap- 
plause). I helped create the republican 
party, a party at that time of justice and 
principle and honegty. I now believe it 
is a party of injustice and despotism and 
I will help to destroy. it. And how? 
There is but one available means and you 
know what that is. I.am for Bryan. 
(Tremendous applause). I am for Bryan 
in spite of what he may believe concern- 
ing the ourrency or finances of the coun- 
try. This question to Which we invite 
the country’s attertion is a question of 
life and death to the republic. In such 
a crisis, shall we stop tO consider wheth- 
er silver should be worth more or less 
than it is? If a mistake is made in the 
next administration, should Bryan be 
electéd, the people can remedy it in four 
or eight years; the country would not be 
destroyed, . If the currency is impaired 
We can redeem it.. It was impaired dur- 
ing the civil war and we redeemed it af- 
terwards. 


A Trial for Bryan. 


“If you have not been deteived in « 
man and he promises to do what is right, 
you are not to blame him if you try 
him. Mr. Bryan, to me, stands in that 
position. Even his enemies gay noth- 
ing against him as a man. [In this very 
city he has made the most explicit prom- 
ises to pursue that policy ‘which he,ad- 
vocates. I am disposed to trust him. If 
I look on the other side, in my opinion, 
President McKinley has ptfomised sevy- 
eral things and then done several things 
that do not run in harmony with his 
promises. But now he pledges «himseir 
to. pursue a policy which we condemn: 
if we vote to support him in that.policy 
we have no right to complain. I be- 
lieve Bryan is as honest in his purpose 
to redeem this country from degradation, 
and its policy of imperialism, as any man 
who sits in this audience. Therefore, for 
me, I am in. favor of supporting Mr. 
Bryan, in. spite of his | in things 
concerning .which he has not my approval. 
“We are to have a platform containing

Next March, I trust we will have 
an inauguration to be followed by a pol- 
icy which will bring the troops out of the 
Philippines, diminish the death roll and 
the massacre of people in these distant 
lands; and we shall then set up three 
young republics which shall glory in their 
origin through the policy of the Ameri- 
can people; raised from a condition of 
tyranny into an opportunity to govern 
themselves and to enjoy the fruits of 
their own industry, and to decide for 
ere what their public policy shall 
e,.”’

“Nothing can be accomplishe 
nomination of a third cauntinin tne 
cannot be accomplished equally by ab- 
stention from the polls, except that the 
citizen who remains at home on election 
day passes unnoticed, while he who 
votes a third ticket attracts attention. 
The difference between a silent and a 
vociferous refusal to exercise the suf- 
frage is not worth discussion, since ab- 
stention from civil duty is never com- 
mendable.

In Late Dealings Prices Gave Way 
Under Profit Taking. 


DEALINGS WELL DISTRIBUTED 


Created Belief Wiat Public Would 
Soon Participate. 


MONEY RATES CONTINUE EAS. 


The Stock Market in Detail Showed 
Conspicuous Strength—London 
Bought Moderately. 


New York, August 15.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket was in many respects a counterpart of 
the early trading of the week. There was, 
however, more uniformity to the advancing 
tendency, exceptions being Nmited to only 
u few stocks. A distinctive broadentng to 
the dealings aroused optimism in some quarters 
as to possible early participation in the mar- 
ket by the public. As an offset the bears 
dwelt on the depletion of New York eity bank 
reserves consequent upon the gold exports 
and the usual contraction in general business 
in a presidential election season. While the 
bank statement on Saturday will have to re- 
flect upwards of $11,000,000 gold shipped, it 
is expected that the loss in the surplus re- 
serves of the banks will be largely offset by 
the receipts of gold from Pacific coast points, 
interior currency movement and gains from 
the sub-treasury. The latter institution will 
have to disburse to. the banks later in the 
week some $20,000 through the redemption 
of the old government 2s. Money rates here 
today continued easy, but an easier tendency 
was noted in discounts in London, which caus- 
ed long sterling bills to harden here 
and the posted figures were marked up ‘«c. 
It is stated that further gold shipments at a 
profit are impossible at current rates for de- 
mand bills—$4.87%, the Bank of England hav- 
ing withdrawn its interest allowance for gold 
in transit. The stock market in detail show- 
ed conspicuous strength in many quarters, 
with the tendency for special stocks influ- 
enced by rumors. Brooklyn Transit spurted 
up 2 points on the reputed favorable char- 
acter of its pending annual statement, but the 
announcement late in the day that the re- 
port would not be published for several weeks 
wiped out pretty much all that rise. Oper- 
ations in the steel group were within narrow 
limits, and they closed somewhat off on bear 
pressure due to another decline in warrants. 
Railroad stocks, particularly the granger group, 
received good support, but they suffered in 
common with the general list in the selling 
movement near the close. At intervals to- 
day individual groups were singled out for 
an advance, and as the room traders general- 
ly followed what appeared to be good buying, 
other stocks received less attention and usual- 
ly lost ground. Sugar, People’s Gas and Con- 
solidated Gas were conspicuous features in tne 
market at different times, but in only whe 
latter was there any material effect left of 
the demand, a net gain of 3% points being 
established. Sentiment abroad was report- 
ed to be more favorably inclined toward Amer- 
ican railroads, and London took almost 10,000 
shares of stock.

HAS POLICE COURT 
BEEN ILLEGAL? 


Validity of Court Held by Councilmen 
Has Been Questioned. 


WHAT THE CITY CODE SAYS 


City Charter Says Mayor or Mayor 
Pro Tem. Must Act. 


WHO HAS POWER TO APPOINT COUNCILMEN 


Charter Provides for an Ordinance 
Which Has Never Been Passed. 
Question Is Interesting. 


Have all the convictions in the police 
court been illegal since Recorder Broyles 
has been absent from the city? 

This rather startling question has 
arisen among some members of the police 
department, and they show the city ordl- 
nances to back up the assertions that for 
three weeks or more hundreds of pris- 
oners have been unlawfully tried and sen- 
tenced by members of the city council 
and aldermanic board. 

When the recorder is absent from the 


city the city ordinances do not provide for 


the appointment of a substitute except in 
a genera] way under the charter, and as 
the law now stands both the mayor and 


the mayor pro tem. must also be abseht: 


from the city or unable to act as re- 
corder before a call can be made on the 


members of the council. 

Since Recorder Broyles’s absence alder- 
men and councilmen have served regular- 
ly every day under a request from the 


court clerk. Dick Bosche. 

There are but two laws in the city code 
relating to the substitution of a recorder 
when the recorder ig not able to serve or 
is absent from the city. 

Section 202 says: ‘‘Any one member of 
the general council of said city is hereby 
authorized and empowered to preside in 
and hold the recorder’s or mayor's court 
whenever from any cause the recorder, 
mayor or mayor pro tempore of said city 
cannot be in attendance to  hoid the 
same, and the mayor and general council 
of said city are hereby authorized to pro- 
vide and regulate by ordinance how the 
designation of or call upon any member 
of the general council to preside as afore- 
said shall be made.” 

It seems that such an ordinance was 
never passed by the general council. No 
such an ordinance is in the city code. 

Section 176 of the city code says: “The 
recorder, or in his absence the mayor, or 
mayor pro tem., or one member of coun- 
cll shall hold a court at 8:30 o’clock a. m., 
and 2:30 o’clock p. m. each day, except 
Sunday, at the recorder’s courtroom, for 
the trial of persons charged with violat- 
ing any of the laws or ordinances of the 
city of Atlanta.’’ 

The first section quoted is from the city 
charter and it states that the recorder, 
the mayor and the mayor pro tem. must 
all be either absent from the city or not 
able to serve before a member of the 
council can serve. 

The interesting question about who has 
the authority to select or appoint a mem- 
ber of the council] to serve as recorder 
has also come up. Upon this point the 
city ordinances are silent. 

And so the question has arisen: Have 
the convictions in the police court since 
Recorder Broyles’s absence from the city 
been legal?

BAKER MAY YET 


ESCAPE GALLOWS 


Governor Delays Action To Receiy 
Additional Evidence. 


THOUGHT TO BE AN IMBECILE 


Foreman of the Petit Jury Makes 
Plea for His Life. 


AGED GRANDMOTHER SECURFS DELAY 


‘Not Until Monday of Next Week 


Will Governor Candler Pass on 
Life and Death Question. 


@uaeeeeseess 


With the death watch over James L. 
Baker, the wife murderer, who is under 
sentence to die next Wednesday, there is 
yet! some hope for those who have work- 
ed indefatigably in his behalf that the 
penalty of death will at the last moment 
be commuted to life imprisonment. 

The pardon board has passed finally on 
the case and in doing so refused to peti- 
tion for clemency, but Governor Candler, 
on whom the responsibility falls finally, 
is not satisfied with the decision. For 
the last three days the chief executive 
has given the papers in Baker’s case the 
most thorough investigation and he is 
not yet satisfied to sign the man’s death 
warrant. 

More evidence on the exact condition of 
Baker’s mind is wanted. Yesterday 
morning, after a personal appeal from 
the aged grandmother of the condemned 
man, who has called repeatedly in his in- 
terest, the governor decided to postpone 
all action in the case until Monday of 
next week, in order that additional affi- 
davits may be presented. No claim has 
been made that Baker is insane. There 
are said to be in his everyday conduct 
no evidences of insanity. His mind, how- 
ever, is weak,.bordering, in fact, on im» 
becility, which has been his normal con- 
dition, it is claimed, since childhood. 

There are a score of letters in the gov- 
ernor’s hand from men of responsibility 
and prominence who knew Baker in 
former years and all of them are writ- 
ten for one purpose—to show that the 
condemned man {fs {irresponsible and that 
while committing his awful crime he 
was incapable of appreciating that’ the 
law would hold him responsible. 

Since the action of the pardon board 
was taken, men for whom Baker had 
worked have come to the governor with 
personal appeals, giving incidents that 
came to their attention which go to show 
that the convicted murderer is little 
short of an imbecile. Yesterday Govern- 
or Candler received. a visit from the fore- 
man of the jury which convicted Baker. 
He asked that the sentence be commut- 
ted to life imprisonment and signed an 
affidavit setting forth his reasons for 
the request. 

Governor Candler stated yesterday that 
the case was one of the most difficult’ to 
decide he had ever. encountered. The 
action he will take next week will de- 
pend on the strength: of the evidence re- 
ceived betweeh now and Monday. 

It is unusual for the governor of the 


state to set aside a solemn judgment of | 


the pardon board and enly once:has such 
been done during Governor Candler’s ad- 
ministration. ge 

There is every reason to believe that 
in Baker’s case, if itifs shown beyond a 
reasonable doubt that his mental condi- 
tion is such as has been represented, the 
governor will set the judgment of the 
court aside and reduce the penalty from 
death to Hfe imprisonment.
